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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Dong et al. 
(US 2002/0136862) in view of Liu et al. (2001/0007710). 

Dong discloses a decorative laminate for flooring, comprising an overlay 102, a 
decorative layer 101, an underlay 103, and a substrate 106 (see Fig. 1; 0051). The decorative 
layer comprises a carrier film of a polymer and an ink layer or a print layer (see 0026, 0030). A 
paper-based decorative film is impregnated with melamine (see 0031). 

The layers contain reinforcing materials that include microspheres of one or more 
thermoplastic polymers (see 0082). The underlayer may be made similar to the overlay layer (see 
0054, 0057). Thus the underlay layer may also be impregnated with melamine; and the 
underlayer may also include a glass veil and a liquid coating film containing polyurethane (see 
0049). 

Dong fails to teach the thermoplastic polymer microspheres to be expandable. 

Liu teaches expandable thermoplastic microspheres for use in a decor sheet (see abstract). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have 
employed Liu's expandable thermoplastic microspheres in the decorative laminate of Dong, in 
order to increase abrasion resistance and decrease the wear of the press plates.
